CHRISTMAS 
IN 
NOBSELAND. 


BY H. H. BOYllSEN. 


Christmafl in Norway is not, as witb 
118, a brief commemoration of the birtu 
.of Christ, confined only to the day 
which the church has fixed npon fof 
this celebration. 
It is ratlier the win- 
ter vacation—a season of nninterrupted 
festivity, during which every one, high 
and low, takes liis pleasure in accord- 
ance with his taste. A man who has been 
sober all the year round, but regards 
being drunk as the highest form of 
happiness, procures the needed supply 
of brandy, retires to his room, aud 
"celebrates." 
Another, who prefers 
coQvivial celebration, goes to a dancing 
party and picks quairels right and left, 
conducting himself as "the cock of the 
walk," until some one who eherishea 
the same ambition temporarily disables 
him. 


Young people of higher tasrtes make 
up large sleighing parties, and descend 
en masse upon some rich neighbor, 
who, with open arms and the large- 
handed hospitality pe^puliar to Norse,- 
men, receives the unbidden gueste and 
provides all the necessaries for a Yu-ie- 
fcide entertainment. 
Laughter, music, 
and the whirl of dancing feet resound 
through the great old-fashioned house, 
while the host with his cheery voice 
encourages every one to do his best, 
and, perhaps, even himaelf treads a 
sedate and stately waltz with the wife 
of his bosom. 
When, * at last, the tar- 
dy daylight surprises the revelers, the 
chances are ten to one that the hearty 
host will offer the whole comnany 
beds, and bid them stay and continue 
the merriment the next night. 
Then 
they may "go yule-bucks," that is visit 
the neighbors round about with masks 
and in various grotee.jue disguises, 
and afford the latter an excuse for in- 
viting them to another entertainment, 
and so "keep the ball rolling." 


Thus the holidays pass in the remote 
country districts in 2\orway; all busi- 
ness is interrupted, and Prince Carnival 
has full sway. 
Amoi>g the poorer 
classes, who cannot afford to celebrate 
at their owu expense, it is common to 
send the children out as "star-boys," 
that is, thev pull white night-shirts on 
the outside of their ordinary garment, 
and give them a lai'ge canvas star, with 
a lighted lantern inside of it. 
These 
children then go trudging through 
the 
deep snow, stopping at every 
house at the roadside, and singing 
under the wiudows in their shrill 
child-voices, Christmas-caa-ols of the 
Star of Bethlehem and the Child in the 
Manger. Everywhere th \v are invited 
in and rewarded for tk.'ix exertions, 
with food and pennies. 


It is one of the most pathetic features 
of Christmas in N o r w a y — t h e s e 
w h i t e - 
robed little children Avitli their red, 
frost-bitten faces, and their shrill, 
eager, often dissonant voices. 
But life 
is hard up there under the Arctic 
circle for the young as well as th- old; 
and a blessed relief from the daily 
struggle for bread is this brief lnjliday 
season, during which there is actually 
peace upon earth and good-will amonji; 
men. 


CHRISTMAS 
DECORATIONS. 


Decorated 
Eggs for Christinas 
Trees. 


Select smooth, perfect eggs, and 
make a small hole the size of a pea at 
the large end, and a smallei one at the 
other end. A needle is the best to 
make holes. 
Put the end with the 
small hole to your mouth and blow 
steadily until the egg is all blown out- 
of the shell. Wash through two waters 
and stand in the sun to dry. Next take 
pink ribbon, one-third inch wide and 
three inches long, giue the ends of the 
ribbon on the end of the egg having 
the large hole, so the center will form 
a long loop to hold it bj, and the ends, 
will cover the hole. 


Or another way is to put narrow rib- 
bon through the egg and tie in the cen- 
ter. Now get out your palette board, 
fine brushes and colors. First dip each 
brush in turpentine, and use plenty of 
megilph witli the colors. Paint roses, 
violets, and daisies on each. I never 
paint but one spray on each egg. 
Do 
not })ut the i)aint8 on smooth, but raise 
the petals of roses and blossoms, shad- 
ing nicely. 
I have painted four dozen, 
no two of them alike; some have birds, 
and one large egg shows two cunning 
chickens outside of an old coop. 
The 
shells, being empty, are much stronger 
and easier to handle, besides lasting 
for years. 
The brown eggs are pret- 
tily painted in violets or Avild roses.

Flies and disease. 
SingplBT as it may seem, the dooton 


of Spain have come to the conclusion 
that the great disseminators of the 
sholera in that country are the flies that 
are omnipresent, not duly there bat here, 
in the -warm season. This discorerj is 
foTind to be the establishment of a fact 
which has been well knovm for many 
-years. The New York Herald^ in dii»^ 
cussing this subject, says that "la 
Egypt, where the peasants, especially 
children, are subjet to a vicious form 
of ophthalmia, it is known that the dis- 
ease is conveyed from one person te 
another by these pests," and "the dan- 
ger resulting from liies feeding on putrid 
bodies on a battlefield, and then set- 
tling on nearly-made wounds," is said to 
Ve known to all army surgeons. 
It 
neems to be perfectly well authenti- 
cated that many of the contagious dis- 
eases are carried from one place to an- 
other by the * flies. It is well known 
that they are by no means dainty as 
to what they feed upon, and after par- 
taking of a repast with a cholera, 
smallpox, or scarlet fever patient thej 
are amply endowed to carry the disease 
to any person who is in the least predis- 
posed to it. Instances are well knowij 
where smallpox has been conveyed by 
a bank note, and a book read by a con- 
valescent scarlet 
fever patient hat 
given the disease to children in another 
family months afterward. The fly is 
as good a conveyance for the germs of 
disease as either of these, and presents 
far more difficulties when it cornea to 
the question of prevention. The bill 
and the book can be fumigated and the 
microbe rendered innoxious, but the 
fly will submit to no treatment of that 
kind. He rides in the cars, comes in 
at the front dbor uninvited, and is at 
home anywhere. In one's own home 
there is little necessity for suffering 
from these pests, for a housewife of or- 
dinary neatness will not tolerate them; 
but in the cars, the office, the store, or 
the restaurant, there seems to be little 
po-sibility of escaping the danger of 
their presence. 
Ihere should, how- 
ever, be every precaution taken in cases 
of contaijious diseases in the summer 
to exclude these pests from the apart- 
ments and to destroy as many as pos- 
sible of those that come in.
